greenhouses, 


who was on his way home after com- 
pleting his night's work. 
He notified 


the police and Hie medical examiner 
WHS summoned, who pronounced death 
due to suicide aud gave permission fur 
the removal of the body.' There was a 
clean bullet wound uear the temple 
and death had apparently been in- 
stantaneous. From the fact that |)eo- 
ple in the vicinity heard a pistol shot 
about ten o'clock on the previous even- 
ing It isusupposed that that is the hour 
that his life was ended. 


When word of the sad ending of the 


young mail wits taken ro bis family 
they were completely overcome by the 
shock. The first Intimation of the tra- 
gedy came by accident and the etfet 
upon his relatives was for this reason 
all the more pronounced. They had 
been much worried about his absence 
all night, for lie" was a man of remark- 
ably good, hablls aud never stayed 
away from home over night.

A merry party of young people tha1 


had beeu out fora day's pleasure in a 
gasoline launch met death and disaste: 
Sunday evening when the gasollui 
tank exploded just after the pleasure 
craft had left Tivertou. A man aud a 
woman were drowned aud a number o; 
others 
were seriously burned. The 


launch contained a party of 14 men 
and women whu had beeu down the 
bay and were just starting back from 
Tivertou for Fall River. After 
the 


boat started there was a sudden halt of 
the machinery aud then came a violent 
explosion that caused the flames to 
spread instantly to all parts of the boat. 
The occupauls of the boat Immediately 
plunged Into the water to escape the 
fire and their screams for help were at 
once responded to by many small boats 
from the shore. The rescuers did vn- 
liant worK but In spite of their efforts 
Lydla Mercier aud George Anpaya of 
Fall Kiver were drowned. Had ihe 
accident occurred a little further from 
Die shore Ihe loss of life must have 
been much greater. The owner of the 
launch, Joseph Cheuard, assisted great 
ly the efforts of the rescuers, helping 
many of tbe victims to keep afloat un- 
til help came. 
All Ihe party were 


more or less burned by Ihe flames and 
four of Iheui received Injuries of n eeri- 
ous character.

]n subject It \vns simitar to the re- 
nowned Gonzaga cameo—now the prop- 
erty of Ihc czar of Itussh-a pjale and 
n female head with Imperial Insignia, 
Init In this cnse siiplS'SKl lo represent 
'liberlus Claudius and Mes&ilfaa. Ex- 
perts considered It ]>robahly to be the 
work of Atlicnldii, a famous gom cut- 
ter of the first Clirlstian century. 


The Slanway cameo had been dis- 


covered in an obscure Italian village 
by one of those traveling agents who 
scour all Europe for valuable antiqui- 
ties and objects of art. This man had 
-hurried Immediately to London with 
till prize and sold it to Mr. Clarltlge of 
'St. James street, eminent as a dealer 
•In such objects. Mr. Clarlclge, reeog- 


^jiizing the Importance aud value of the 
Article, lost no opportunity In making 


Hi existence known.'nnd very soon the 
Claudius cameo, as It was first usually 
called, via R9 famoui an any In the 
'world. Many expert* In ancient 
'•lamined it, and teveral large bids 
'irrte made for its purchase. In the 
-«nd it was bought by the Marqula ol 
>8Unway for £5,000 for the pnrpow of 
;pre»ent«tlon to tha BrttUh muf«oiri 
'The marqnls k«pt th« cnmeo at hla 
;town-'h6use for a few dtys. ihowlng It 
'to'h'I* friends, and then returned It to 
'Mr. Clarldgc to lw finally and carefully 
cleaned before passing into the 
tional collection. Two nights after, Mr. 
Clarldfc'e's premises were broken Into 
-*nd the cameo stolen. 


Such, in outline, was the generally 


tnown history of the Stnnway cameo. 
The circumstances of th» burglary lu 
detail were these: Mr. Clnrlrtge had 
•"himself hctn the laet to leave ths 
'•premises at about 8 In the evening, nt 
•flask, and had locked the small side 
floor ns usual. His assistant, Mr. Cut- 
ler, hud left an'hour and n hnlf earlier. 
TOien Mr. Clarldge loft everything was 
in order, and the pollcenmn on'Bred 
point duty Just opposite, who bade 
Mr. Clarldge good evening as he left, 
saw nothing suspicions during the rest 
of his term of duty nor dl8 hi: 
tessors throughout the night. 


In the morning, however, Mr. Cutler, 


the assistant, who arrived first, soon 
after 9 o'clock, at once p&rcetved that 
•omelhhig unlooked for had happened.1 
The door, of which he had a key, was 
still fastened, and had not been touch- 
ed, but in the room behind the shop 
Mr. Clurldgc's private desk had been 
broken open and the contents .turned 
out In confusion. The door leading on 
to the staircase had also been forced. 
Proceeding up the stairs, Mr. Cutler 
found another door open, leading from 
the top. landing to a small room. This 
door had been opened by th« simple 
•rpedlent of unscrewing nrid taking off 
the lock, which httd been on the Inslde.j 
In the celling of this room was a trap- 
door, and this was six or eight Inches 
open, the edge resting on the hnlf 
wrenched off Volt, which had been torn 
away when the trap was levered open 
from the oulstdc.

the thief or thieves.

Cutler afterward explained that at 
this time ho had no precise Idea what 
had been stolen aud did not know 
where Iho cfinico had been left on the 
previous evening.

There was no doubt, howover, after

Business Use of Vasl Fortunes 


Experience has shown that it is nec- 


essary to exercise a far more efficient 
control than nt present over the busi- 
ness use of those vast fortunes, chiefly 
corporate, which are used (as under 
modern conditions 
they 
almost in- 


variably are) 
In Interstate business. 


When Ihe Constitution 
was created 


none of the conditions of modern busi- 
ness existed. 
They are wholly new 


and we must create new agencies to 
deal effectively with them. 


There Is no objection in the minds of 


this people to any man's earning aiiy 
nmouut of money If he does it honestly 
and fairly, if he gets it as (be result of 
special skill and enterprise, as a reward 
of ample service actually 
rendered. 


But there Is a growing determination 
that no man shall amass a great for- 
tune by special privilege, by chicanery 
and wrongdoing, so far as It is in the 
power of legislation to prevent; uad 
that the fortune when .'amassed shall 
not have a business n?e that is anti- 
social. 


Most large corporations do a business 


that is not confined lo any one state. 
Experience has shown that the efl'ort 
to control tbes« corporations by mere 
state action cannot produce wholesome 
results. 
I believe in a national incor- 


poration Inw for corporations engaged 
in interstate business. 
I believe, fur- 


thermore, that the need for action is 
most pressing as regards those cor- 
porations which, because they nre com- 
mon carriers, exercise a quasi-public 
function; and .which can be completely 
controlled, in all respects by the fed- 
eral goTernnieut, by the exercise of the 
power conferred under- the interstate 
commerce clause, and, if necessary, un- 
der the post-road clause, of the Con- 
stitution. 


As to Railroad Corporations 


During the last few years we have 


taken marked strides in advance along 
tie road of proper regulation of these 
railroad corporations; but we must not 
stop In the work. The national gov- 
ernment should exercise over them a 
similar supervision and control to that 
which It exercises over national-banks. 
We can do this only by proceeding far- 
ther along the lines marked out by the 
recent national legislation.' 


The American people becuuie flrinly 


convinced of the ueed~of control over 
these great aggregations of capital, 
especially where they had a monopo- 
listic tendency, before 
they 
became 


quite clear as to the proper way of 
achieving Ihe control. Through their 
represematives in congress they tried 
two remedies, which were to a large 
degree, at least as Interpreted by the 
courts, contradictory. 


On the one hand, under 
the anti- 


trust law the eB'ort was made to pro- 
hibit all combination, whether it was or 
was not hurtful or benelicial to the 
public. On the other hand, through the 
Interstate comn^evco law a beginning 
was made in exercising such super- 
vision and control over combinations 
as to prevent their, doing anything 
harmful to the Iwdy'polllic. 


Tlie-tirst law. the so-called Shernmn 


law. .has Illled n useful place, for 
It 


bridges over the transition period until 
the American people shall 'definitely 
make up Us mind that it will exercise 
«ver the great corporations that thor- 
oughgoing and radical control which it 
h certain ultimately to find uec«ssary. 


Ultimately the national government 


Buit pass Inws which, while increasing 
tht supervljory and regulatory power 
of th« government, also permits snch 
useful combinations as are made with 
tbtolute openness and as tht repre- 
•tatatlves «f the government may pre- 
viously approve. 


Obstacle* lo Prosecutions 


In dealing with those who ortend 


Ifalnsl (he anti-trust and interstate 
»oinmerce laws the department of Jus- 
tice has to encounter many, and great 
diflicultlci. Often men who havt bean 
fiillty of violating these l*ws 
have 


really ncled In criminal fashion, and 
If po«sible should be proceeded ngalnst 
criminally; flint therefore II is advisable 
that there should b« a clause In these 
lavs providing for such criminal ac- 
tion, and for punishment by Imprison- 
ment as well as br fln«.

lery of dctecilve work, goec back to the 
civil war when young Bub, then 10 
years old, was a mighty valuable iLem- 
t«r of the tec-ret seivice organization 
that the old imili—Allnu rinkerlnn — 
organized ut ilia request of I'rc's'dcnl 
Lincoln.

After the war the J'iukerlon J)olec- 


live \Valch became famous. 1'lnker- 
Ion deU'dives were everywhere, hunt- 
ing for murderers, embezzlers and for- 
gers, but old Allan I'nikerton aud his 
two sons soon found Ihnt there weie 
more profitable means of employing 
the men than as mere detectives. Their 
employees became ^ratchmen fur banks, 
agents of cor po rat Ion s, bodyguards of 
rich men wliu feared assassination and 
strike breakers. 
Agencies were es- 


tablished in Ne» York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Boston, St. Paul, Kansas City 
and Denver, and the system was such 
that 2,000 or more men conld be con- 
centrated swiftly »l any point where 
their services were required. 


Old Allan PInkerton laid down three 


fundamental rules for the management 
of the business; first, that no- case 
should be accepted on the basis of pay- 
ment iu the case of success, but that iu 
all cases the charge should be at a per 
diem rate set and agreed upon; second, 
that uo divorce case or cases having in 
any way to do with marital relations 
should be accepted by the agency, aud, 
'third, that every man employed by the 
agency should have k fixed salary and 
in uo event should accept any reward 
orgralully. Since the old mail retired 
in 18W, the two sons have lived up lo 
the rules aud made Die service au or- 
gauizallou of greater sco'pe than Allan 
Piukerton had ever dreamed of. 


Uobert A. Pinkertou look charge of. 


the New York 
office and William 


A. Pinkertou managed the Cliicajio 
headquarters, 
Tbey understood hu- 


man nature the kind Hint la represent- 
ed by the unorganized mob and ssnse- 
less rabble. 
Legislation never fright- 


ened them, because they knew the cor- 
porations which depended on their 
services would fight their battles for 
them. 
One of the first principles of 


their business was absolute secrecy, 
News might leak from Policu Head- 
quarters, but seldom from tho Pmker- 
lou ofllces. Their army of men scat- 
tered all over the country was under 
military discipline practically and re- 
sponsible lo none bul Robert'A. and 
William A. Plnkartou. 


One of the biggest jobs that Bob 


Pinkertou ever handled was smasbiug 
Ihe Homestead strike for Carnegie In 
IS'ji 
The Piukertous, armed 
with 


Winchesters, fought battles with the 
stilkers aud men were killed on both 
sides. The part played by the Pinker- 
tons was made the subject of Inquiry 
by a committee of the United States 
Senate In 1S02, and Robert A. Pinker- 
Ion defended his men, asserting that 
up to that time they had been opposed 
to 125,000 strikers iu all parts of the 
country in seventy strikes, had beeu 
assaulted, abueed aud allot at, and yet 
had killed only two persons hi the 
whole lime. 
After the Homestead 


strike desperate efforts were made by 
the labor unions to put the Pinkertous 
out of business. They got Senators and 
Representatives to fight for the extluc- 
tion of'the Fiukertous, hut nothing 
came of It. 
"The great strike on the New York 
Central, which is said tohavecoet the 
Vanderbllts 
about 
?2,000,000, 
was 


handled mainly by Robert A. Pinker- 
to'u. The Pinkertous'had a horde of 
men all along the line, but concentrated 
most of their force at Albany. .For a 
lime there were conflicts between PInk- 
erton guards, strikers and citizens al- 
most every day. On August 17, 1S90, 
five persons were shot, one of them a 
woman. 


There have beeu few stiikes in the 


coal regions South uud-Weet where im- 
promptu soldiers, • directed by 
Hob 


PinkertOEi, 
were not present. 'The 


famous strikes in the Hocking Valley, 
al the Frlck Standard miues In Penn- 
sylvania, the Bayonne loiiK-slioremeu's 
strike, the more recent coal strike and 
dozens of little strikes were hand led by 
the "Pinks" commanded by Ihe big, 
cool Bob Plnkerlou. 


Among the famous criminal cases 


that added to Bob Pinkertou's fame 
were Ihe American Exchange Bunk 
robbery and the International forgery 
cute, iu which Hie Bldwell brothers, 
Austin ami George, ligiired. The Bid- 
wells, in the curly '70.--, swindled the 
Old Lady of Tlireiulncedlc Street out of 
?2,500,000 aud 
were imblred by Bob 


PInkerton. 
Edmund 
Stnrgis Craw- 


ford, who stole ?4I,000 frum the Amer- 
ican Exchange Hank In 1800, was cap- 
tured by Bub Plnkeiton after a 3,000 
mile chase which eudcd In Homlums. 


For thirty years or so Bob Piukerlon 


policed the big liaslern racetracks and 
made them loo 'hot for the discreet 
pick-pocket and ciook, 
Wall Street 


for years was a centre of hla activity. 
He was called upun lo assign men to 
shadow siiS]X!Cldd employees of big 
financial concerns, to protect the per- 
sons of nervous millionaires who had 
received threatening letters and to re- 
cover stolen money or Kcurllles. 
It Is 


said that Robert 
Pmkerton 
untied 


many a thief in Wall Street without 
the story of the exploit ever leaking 
out of his ofllce.

The first thing done 
was to saw the eleven boards for^ each 
of ihe two sides, or "trusses," making 
each board three inches louger than the 
distances between the two bolt holes it 
was to have, and then to boie the bolt 
holes an inch and a half from each end.

The 
A-shaped supporls and the boards for 
the approaches were then boiled ou at 
the same lime. When the first side 
was completely bolted together, Sidney 
leaned it up against the wall aud Blood 
upon it to see it it were going to be 
strong enough. It showed no signs of 
giving way. The two sides were thuu 
stood up vertically, mid for Ihe inn- 
men I held by strips nailed across from 
one to the other, fur be was determined 
to build the bridge entirely with his 
own hands, aud would uot let any one 
help limi hold the sides. Then the 
flooring waa sawed aud ualled on, aud 
as each piece was nailed Iu place u 
seemed to make the bridge ttrouger. 
Finally the four side brncea were put 
on. The bridge tneu had two coats of 
paint. The [oy of that proud wuiuenr 
when h« stepped on the finished bridge, 
aud felt It firmly support hia weight, 
and knowing that he had made it en- 
tirely alone, amply repaid all tne work 
It bad taken.

doubled its income by increasing the 
liquor license from $100 lo f 1,000.

venue enabled It lo make a number of 
Improvements aud whetted its appetite 
for more. 


The proiierty owners were Induced to 


vote an extra tax for improvements 
and to Issue bonds to Ihe aiuounl of 
nearly 9 per cent, of its assessment for 
Hie E'auje purpose. 
Municipal 
water 


works were established, logelher wllh 
a municipal electric light aud power 
plant, municipal street cnrs aud even a 
municipal theatre for summer op«ra. 
There was a temporary rain of gold, 
durlug which ttie salaries of the Mayor, 
Aldermen aud oilier city otlluiala were 
raised, so that the budget of this year 
is nearly eight times what II was he- 
foro ihe town started ou Its policy of 
municipal ownership.
